Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the interpretation of the claim language. Agreement was 
reached that the limitation of "a separator material ... impregnated with an electrically conductive electrolyte" excludes 
the solid polymer electrolyte of Harakawa et al (as well as Naito). The solid polymer electrolyte was not a separator 
material <impregnated> with a conductive electrolyte, it is the conductive electrolyte. Since the preamble as been 
utilized to breathe life into the body of the claim by use of cathode foil in the body of the claim, the structure of the 
electrolytic capacitor utilizing the treated cathode foil is interpreted to mean the disclosed "wet" capacitors, where 
separate anode foils and cathode foils were created, and then stacked, using a separator material such as paper which 
was impregnated with the electrolyte. Such processing is described, for example, in paragraphs 34-35 of the 
specification as filed. Thus, the prior rejection grounds are hereby vacated. Applicant intends to file a response 
including the contents of the interview as an amendment under 37 CFR 1.116. .
